The 
banjo is a washboard on a 
stand, played with thimbles. 
Vacuum cleaner parts, garden 
hose and funnels have been 
made into other instruments.

The Pan-cite band is rapidly 
gaining fame throughout the 
county with its unique music 
and comic capers.
